Upper Chamber Fails to Convict State Official 


Charged in Four Articles of Impeachment

TOPEKA, Kas., Jan. 26 — 


(AP)—Roland Boynton, Kan- 
sas attorney, general, was ac- 
quitted by the state senate 
court today on all four articles 
of impeachment against him 
charging misdemeanors in of- 
fice in connection with the 
million dollar Kansas bogus 
bond scandal. 


A vote of 22 for conviction to 18 
against, but lacking the necessary 
two-thirds majority, was cast on the 
second article. 
It 
charged that 
Boynton had failed to properly in- 
vestigate certain alleged irregulari- 
ties brought to his attention in 
dealings of Ronald Pinney. now a 
convicted bond forger and central 
figure in the bond swindle. 
The vote was 16 for conviction 
to 24 against on'Article 1, alleging 
that Boynton as a member of the 
state school fund commission voted 
to buy municipal bonds from HR- 
ney at par while the bonds were 
•worthless. 
Article 3, charging that he con- 


spired with Finney, a bond broker, 
and others to defraud the state, 
brought a vote of 5 to 35, and the 
ballot was 19 to 21 on Article 4, al- 
leging that -through his friendship 
and relations with Finney he had 
lost his usefulness as attorney gen- 
eral. Says "Deeply Grateful." 


"Ths vote of the senate," the at- 


torney general said, "proves what I 
always have contended, that I have 
not been guilty of any iniscondug$ 
in office. I "ieeTffiatTT5ave~been 
fully vindicated and, of course, I 
am deeply • grateful:" • 
Boynton admitted on the witness 
stand that he- had .served as an 
attorney for Finney and had profited 
through a market deal with ths 
bond broker, but insisted he had not 
been negligent in conducting the 
affairs of his office and was not 
aware of Finney's Irregularities un- 
til after the bond scandal came to 
light. 
Will J. French, state auditor, faces 
impeachment trial before the sen- 
ate nsxt. 
Tom Boyd, who resigned as state 
treasurer, is oh trial in District 
court on charges of illegally remov- 
ing from the state treasury bonds 
which Finney used in speculative 
market transactions in Chicago.

Liuquor still will be manufactured 
and sold unlawfully, he said.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 


The figure-studded records of the 
United States treasury today showed 
that 127,011 individuals and corpor- 
ations had the fun last year of get- 
ting a check from the government 
marked "income tax refund." 


Bulging refund lists were starred 


with some of the best known names 
In the nation, many of them being 
paid back sums that passed the 
$100,000 mark. Several corporations 
received many times that amount. 
All In all, if you wanted to figure 
It out, the government 
returned 
$1,484,000 in various kinds of tax re- 
funds; and since 
total internal 


revenue collections for the 1933 fis- 
cal year aggregated $1,619,839,224 it 
appeared that Uncle Sam handed 
back about 3.15 cents on every dol- 
lar collected. 


Individuals and corporation in 
every state in the union received 
something. The eastern 
financial 
centers were the mailing addresses 
for some of the biggest sums. 
Present and past office holders 
were prominent in the list. Repre- 
sentative E. W. Marland of Oklal 
homa, oil man, pocketed - $140,698. 
Ogden L. Mills, former secretary of 
the traesury and an executor of his 
father's estate, received $3,623. Rob- 
ert W. Bingham, Louisville publisher 
now serving as ambassador to Great 
Britain, was mailed $13.184. 
In a statement, Chairman Coch- 
Tan of the expenditures committee, 
to which the refunds were referred, 
said the $51,008,900 total WAS the 
lowest since 1922,"

BURNS IN CHINA 


Only 34 Escape as Boat 


Catches Afire and 


Quickly Sinks. 


SHANGHAI, Jan. 25 — 0<P) — Two 
hundred and slxten men. women 
and children were burned to death 
or drowned the night of January 
21 when the Chinese steamer Wei- 
tung caught fire in the Yangtse 
river, belated reports revealed to- 
day. 


The vessel exploded and sank a 


few minutes after the blaze started. 
Only 34 persons escaped. 


An account of the disaster, one 


of the worst in 
the 
annals of 
Yangtse shipping, was brought by 
the Chinese steamer Siangan. 


Officers of the Kiangan said the 
Weitung was headed UD the river 
when she was grounded 60 miles be- 
low Hankow. She carried 200 pas- 
sengers, a crew of 50 and a cargo 
of tallow and cotton. 


At midnight the ship lurched and 
the tallow caught fire, turning the 
vessel into a blazing inferno. Boil- 
ers exploded almost instantly. 
Passengers and crew were thrown 
into a panic. 


The Kiangan, journeying down- 
stream, appeared on the scene as 
the ship vas burning, Tlie Kiangan 
picked up 24 passengers and 10 of 
the crew.

kindness; gifted with " compassion 
was his generosity to the unfortun- 
ate. It is these now who discover- 
ing him at his best gain the right 
to acknowledge before men his mercy 
and praJ»e his character. Were each 
whom he helped to come forth and 
drop upon his grave a flower of 
gratitude he would sleep tonight 
beneath a wilderness of fragrance. 


"The suddenness of his 
death 
hurts one. At no time could we 
bring ourselves to expect it, even 
after we knew all of the facts. As 
he lay stricken; our faith, our pray- 
ers and love tried to protect him; 
to stand between him and death; 
to stand up for him as he had 
stood up for many another in their 
sorrow. But in that conflict between 
two loves; the love of man and the 
love of God for him, the stronger 
love won. 


"As these deaths of men we love 
occur, men important to Lincoln; 
to business; to the church; to the 
school; to the home; their loss be- 
comes more and more painful; more 
an dmore difficult to accept and 
replace. 
v 


Pioneers Passing. 


"Not many years ago the city of 
Lincoln was rich in the style of 
manhood represented by him whom 
we commit t-: the silent earth. As 
the days pass, these pass with them. 
At each new invasion of death our 
link with that golden age of pio- 
neer faith that built this city is 
rapidly being broken. It takes many 
kinds of ability and men to make 
a. city. The engineer, the educator, 
the banker and the business man 
each make their contribution. The 
products of both brain and hand 
must enter the gates of a city if it 
is to be great or useful. Many wise 
and truthful tributes can be paid 
him for his 
gifts in the realm of 
finance and business administration. 


"But in this hour when we seek 
to appraise those virtues and those 
qualities 
which 
are 
eternal, we 
must leave the field of finance and 
business 
He was more than a 
merchant, more than a business 
man. No city, if built wisely and 
well, is built upon material forces 
alone. No life, if lived thoughtfully 
thinks of bread alone. 
Therefore 
to me his best contributions lie not 
in the physical but in the moral 
realm. In the field of human re- 
lationships be possessed rare gifts. 
The art of making and 
holding 
friends was an abiding satisfaction 
to me. 
"The path from his desk to the 
bank was never a straight line. It 
was a long detour. He 
found 
friends everywhere. 
Whenever I 
entered his office he always had 
time to visit. How naturally he 
said, "Where have you been keep- 
ing yourself all the time?" just as 
if the neglect of friendship was'the 
neglect of one of life's great laws. 
And who in a moment of greater 
wisdom shall deny it? 
"That Man Is Christian." 


"When I read the Holy Scrip- 
tures and understand how Jesus 
moved among men as their friend 
for he needed no one to tell him 
what was in man, how he was 
filled 
with compassion for their 
weakness, for they were as sheep 
without a shepherd, then I learn 
why they regarded him as divine; 
his mercy, like showers of bless- 
ings direct from heaven. And when 
I see some man, however inarticu- 
late; however unassuming; how- 
ever humble pick up this golden 
ministry of kindness and compas- 
sion, to hurt and bruised humani- 
ty I say that man is Christian; 
that man is religious; that man is 
truly noble. 
"His gift of the Hi-Y building 
to the high school boys came out 
of that kind of a religion. He was 
Indifferent to pious talk, but be 
was strong on sympathetic kind- 
ness. Prom the latter the world 
draws Its greatest blessings. It was 
during the World war that he went 
as a delegate trom the Kotary club 
of Lincoln to a Rotary convention 
at Atlanta, Ga. While there with 
others he was escorted through the 
cantonment for our soldier boys at 
Ogetthorpe. He saw an army hut 
fixed for the convenience and en- 
tertainment of those soldiers, that 
made a deep impression on him. 
If boys away from home were to 
be steadied and guided aright here 
was the way to do it. Here was 
the method to uphold 
character. 
He returned to Lincoln. He saw 
Mr. W. A. Luke, secretary of the 
Y. M. C. A. He revealed what was 
in his mind. He said, 'I want to 
build and equip a hunt like that 
for our High School boys.' 
Before 


even the official board of the Y. 
M. C. A. could accept his generous 
offer he was busy Immediately with 
architect and 
construction engi- 
neer. 


Remembered Boys to last. 


"Even during the last weeks of 
his life he was still planning to go 
down to the Hi-Y building td eat 
with the boys and keep in touch 
with them. Frequently he con- 
fessed to me how near to his heart 
this boys work was. This old world 
of ours would be a sorry mess and 
our road would be rough and hard, 
our religion out of touch with the 
Master of Men. were it not for 
such men as this: warm-hearted: 
tender minded: who walk beside 
us, who lend a hand to our boys 
and take time to remember the un- 
fortunate.

State Senator Andy J Welch of 


Milford will attempt this year to 
break the unwritten law of Ne- 
braska that members of the railway 
commission shall come from differ- 
ent sections of the state His filing 
for that office Wednesday afternoon 
as a candidate in the democratic 
party raises the question whether 
two of the three commissioners shall 
be chosen from adjoining counties 


Floyd L Bollen. the present demo- 
cratic member of the railwa\ board, 
who took office a year ago and has 
five years yet to serve, has his legal 
residence at 
Friend, 
in 
Saline 


county. Welch's home county, Sew- 
ard is just north of Saline, and the 
two are in the same senatorial dis- 
trict which Welch has represented 
in the legislature for several ses- 
sions 
The commission personnel is now 


distributed as follows One member, 
Chairman C A. Randall, is from 
Newman Grove, in the third con- 
gressional district; another member, 
Hugh Drake 
was elected 
from 


Kearney, in the fifth district, and 
Bollen was living in the fourth dis- 
trict at the time of his election. 


Under provisions of the state con- 
stitution, jud%£S of the Nebraska 
supreme court must be elected from 
different districts, except the chief 
justice, who is chosn by the state at 
large. District representation is also 
required m the selection of members 
of the board of control, the board of 
regents for the state university, and 
the state normal board. 
No geographical rule is laid down 


by the constitution or laws govern- 
ing tt>e election of railway commis- 
sioners, but the voters have always 
heretofore chosen them from dif- 
ferent parts of the state, no two be- 
ing residents of the same territory. 
Senator Welch will have to break 
this political precedent to win nom- 
ination and election 
In the last legislature he intro- 
duced a bill for a constitutional 
amendment to abolish the railway 
commission He also sought to au- 
thorize an investigation of the board 
of control by a legislative commit- 
tee to continue during 1933 
and 


1934. but failed to get the necessary 
appropriation of funds for that 
purpose.

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WELFARE ISLAND. 


rOW much political zeal and fanaticism are em- 


bodied in the characterization given Welfare is- 


land in New York City by Austin H. MacCormick, 
Mayor LaGuardia's "specialist" cannot be determined 
at this distance. 
The investigator describes it as 


"the worst prison in the world." Any of them is bad 
enough or good enough, depending upon whether you 
are looking out or in. 


But Specialist MacCormick charges ..Welfare island 


virtually is under the thumbs of two gangster in- 
mates, who enjoy valet service, special food, special 
sleeping quarters, special liberties, are permitted to 
keep pets, and are favored with flowers procured 
from gardens maintained for their benefit. Both, 
the crusader claims, db little or no work, are sub- 
jected to little if any discipline, wear exceptionally 
good clothes, which are kept in perfect condition. 
One has a dog chainea in his cell, and each has a 
cote of homing pigeons. If the investigator is to be 
be"eved, it wasn't any love of bird life which in- 
spired these two prisoners to maintaining homing 
pigeons. They are, he asserts, very necessary equip- 
ment in a flourishing narcotic racket. . 


There you have the picture which he paints of a 


penal institution, established for the double purpose, 
of punishing law violators and of providing oppor- 
tunities for reformation, so that when men leave it, 
they 'will return as decent citizens. Only in recent 
years has it been possible to obtain a clear concep- 
tion' of the sad mistake of prison management, in 
which the idea of reformation blotted out, or oblit- 
erated entirely, the original purpose of punishment. 
Perhaps this report is overdrawn, and the statements 
made cannot be justified. But we do know that in 
too many instances, there has been a misguided so- 
licitude for the welfare of men who deliberately and 
contemptuously violate law. We do know that there 
hasibeen altogether too much coddling, too much 
foolishly sentimental sympathy showered upon men 
who are not in any sense deserving of it. 


It;!was another truly noble'experiment which did 


not jflower in the expected fashion. Men who were 
shown every consideration and given every oppor- 
tunity to go right after they had expected then- 
offense against society too freguentiy revealed their 
Ingratitude by committing other crimes. The prob- 
lem -of law enforcement' has been aggravated 
as much by the continued criminal 
operations 


of the beneficiaries of more humane prison 
methods as it has ,been by new recruits 
to the ranks of gangland. We have needed 
more celerity in disposing of criminal 
prosecution; 


less hairline legal procedure in handling such cases; 
and a sterner punishment after conviction, embrac- 
ing not only, longer sentences but more rigorous con- 
ditions after men landed in prison. The more sym- 
pathetic policy not only destroyed respect for law 
among habitual and hardened criminals, but its psy- 
chological effect upon yputh none too strongly mold- 
ed in character should not be discounted. 


As a result, the temper of the American people has 


changed. The comfort and the luxury of prisons 
cannot be tolerated. There is no sentiment for a re- 
turn to the harsh, inhuman, and barbarous prac- 
tices existing for years. A prison can, and in the 
large majority of instances does, fulfill its purpose, 
without partaking 
either of the character of a 


chamber of horrors or of a temporary Elysian re- 
treat. It can combine rigid discipline and punish- 
ment with humane factors devoid of mawkish sen- 
timentality. 


CUBA'S DOCTORS STRIKE. 


fM^HE doctors have gone on strike in Cuba. Groan- 
Jl ing patients and delirious disease victims cry 
for help, but the physicians are striking and refuse 
to respond. 


That is the most despicable indictment of a union 


movement that a supposedly civilized nation can 
offer. The issue is not one of collective bargaining, 
nor adequate compensation—the issue and only issue 
is whether any mere organization motive can be su- 
perior to the sworn duty of a doctor to minister to 
the suffering. 


In this country, even the federal government lends 


its power to promote collective bargaining. Even it 
majority of the captains of industry no longer oppose 
the movement. The union program will continue to 
progress as long as its interests do not conflict with 
general public needs. We cannot believe that Ameri- 
ca's doctors ever would be party to such an outrage 
as perpetrated by the Cuban profession. 


To tell what the Cuban doctors are striking for is 


only to add to the stench of the incident. What they 
ask is that the government make it illegal for any 
doctor to practice unless he belongs to a certain so- 
city. That is their "justification" for suddenly be- 
corai&g deal to the pitiful pleas of suffering hu- 
manity. 


postage bill, if they paid it. would come to $14315.414 
a year, said Mr. O'Mahoney. 


This makes altogether about $15,435,000 annually 


that governmental agencies escape paying for the 
service they receive, which is a very substantial con- 
tribution to the total postal deficit. 


There is. of course, a considerable volume of legi- 


timate official correspondence to be carried on be- 
tween Washington and the rest of the country. This 
involves a necessary 
expenditure 
of 
government 


funds, as to which there can be no valid criticism. 
But it is unfair to load the whole burden off upon 
the postal department. 


Each house of congress and every branch of the 


governmental organism should pay its own way for 
the handling of its mail matter. Definite appropri- 
ations should be made for paying bona fide postage 
expense, the same as for salaries, purchase of sta- 
tionery and supplies, and other items of administra- 
tive cost. There is no business sense in allowing any 
department to flood the mails with unlimited quan- 
tities of its letters, bulletins, books, speeches, and 
other printed matter, without ever being called to 
account or ponying up a red cent for the privilege. 


Let every governmental tub stand on its own bot- 


tom. If congress and the departments had to pay 
postage on everything, it would have a very salutary 
effect in diminishing the output of official literature 
that most people throw into the waste basket as soon 
as they receive it. 


CONSTRUCTION IS INCREASING. 


O 


NE of the most hearteriing pieces of news that 
has come over the wire for some time was the 


report of the Dodge corporation of New York, made 
public Wednesday. The report stated that the sta- 
tistician of the corporation had found that there is a 
widespread revival of construction over the entire 
country, contracts let during the first half of Janu- 
ary exceeding those for the entire month in 1933. 


Dwelling houses accounted for a large portion of 


the contracted expenditure, but there was also an 
encouraging showing in the non-residential building 
lettings. This is the very best class of work that can 
be supplied, for it not only indicates that the proj- 
ects are being carried on because they are actually 
needed at .this time, but they have an influence upon 
trade and industry in all parts of the country. 


The construction of a building gives employment 


to many classes of skilled labor; to masons, carpen- 
ters, painters, plasterers and. others, as well as to un- 
skilled workers. Then there are the electricians, 
plumbers, and gas fitters, all these being employed 
directly on the job. But this is only the beginning. 


Iron and steel workers, from the ore mines to the 


great plants in Gary or Pittsburgh, get their share, 
as do the lumbermen in the northwestern states. 
Then there are the hardware manufacturers and, 
dealers, as well as those who make and sell paints. 
The cement workers take their bit, as do those in 
the mills in which sash, doors and kindred fittings 
are manufactured, business picks up in the glass fac- 
tories, and brush manufacturers sell more of their 
products. 
( 


And when more men are put to work in this man- 


ner, more are required by the railroads in transport- 
ing the materials. Arid last of all, but inequitably, 
the increased buying power thus created brings about 
an increased demand for the products of the farms 
of Nebraska and other states in the agricultural sec- 
tion. It is the magic circle, which was broken in 
1929, and which is being repaired through the in- 
genuity and energy of the administration at Wash- 
ington. 


OPPORTUNITIES FOR LABOR.

amicably settled their differences by written agree- 
ment, subject to the approval of Governor Bryan. 


Under the statutes, a thirty-day'period is given for

They involve the spend- 
ing of millions of dollars for developments which 
have a most vital bearing upon the state, and they 
will provide the opportunity for employment of hun- 
dreds of men. It is-to be expected that the governor 
will act just as quickly as possible in passing upon 
these agreements. 


UP TO THE FILIPINOS. 


will the Filipinos do with the renewed 
opportunity offered them 
for independence? 


.Chairman Tydings of the senate committee which 
reported the bill extending the time for acceptance 
of the Hawes-Cutting bill nine months, says that if 
the islanders do not within the time stated accept its 
terms, it will be notice that they do not desire inde- 
pendence. The present 
congress cannot, however, 


bind future congresses. 


The delegation from the islands now in Washing- 


ton has combatted the extension and has sought new 
legislation, which has been refused. There are many 
people who hold to the opinion that the Filipinos do 
not desire independence, especially at this time, and 
that the agitation is for political purposes only. 
These believe that immediate independence could not 
be otherwise than harmful to the islands and they 
think that informed leaders are also of this opinion. 


The people of the United States are now taking a 


far greater interest in this matter than ever before. 
A few years ago they looked upon the question as 
purely academic, or at the most not of great eco- 
nomic interest in this country. Now all of this has 
been changed and there are many Americans fully 
as anxious for the bonds to be severed as the island- 
ers represent themselves to be. 


This is easily understood, for it is generally con- 


sidered that the Philippines are costing us more than 
they are worth to us.

ON LACIC ACID ADDITION 


In the article published at the 
beginning of this series 
it was 
stated' that lactic acid 
should be 
added to the 
milk. All physi- 
cians do 
not 
agree, however, 
that this meth- 
od is valuable, 
or even desir- 
able. 
The purpose of 
it is to render 
cow's milk more 
digestible. Cow's 
milk contains a 
substance which 
neutralizes the 
digestive acid in 
the stomach, 
and hence re- 
tards digestion. 
This so-called 
Dr. 


buffer action is almost entirely ab- 
sent from mother's milk. The pur- 
pose of adding lactic acid has been 
to neutralize the buffer substance in 
cow's milk before it reaches the 
stomach. 
Many physicians, as I say, do not 
agree that this is necessary , and it 
should be said that whether or not 
it should be used can be determined 
only by trial. If the baby does well 
without lactic acid in the milk, let 
it atone. On the contrary, if it does 
not do en without lactic acid, it 
might be advisable to try it. 
The method of using it is to bring 
a pint of milk to a boil and then 
allow it to be thoroughly cooled. 
The scum is removed. One teaspoon- 
lul of lactic acid is added drop by 
drop while the milk is stirred The

added slowly. If the acid is mixed 
with two, or three ounces of water or 
with water and corn syrup, it may 
be poured in quite rapidly without 
forming large curds. It is important 
that the milk should be thoroughly 
cold before the acid is added. 
Lastly, water must be added to 
the mixture because the infant re- 
quires a good deal of fluid. Most 
modem physicians believe that it is 
not necessary to add as much wa- 
ter as was formerly done. Water 
used to be added to the mixture 
in equal parts. 
Nowadays, 
most 
physicians believe that if half as 
much water as there is milk is 
added, it will be sufficient. This 
means, that with an eight-pound 
baby requiring about two ounces 
of milk per pound a day, a pint of 
milk is sufficient, and half a pint 
of water should be added. 
This 
brings the total amount of feeding 
for a day to 24 ounces, and makes 
it easy to divide it into six feedings 
of four ounces each. 
When a baby gets sick, water is 
abstracted from its body very rapid- 
ly and one of the most important 
items in treatment is to see that 
plenty of water is given.

Star: I have read with a great deal 
of interest and some amusement 
your comments upon some of my 
recent actions in congress; one in 
particular—my vote cast against the 
recent "gag" rule, which is a matter 
o£ which you apparently have very 
little understanding. 
Your editorials have placed me in 
the undeserved light of opposing the 
president and Ms policies. I am as- 
suming that you are fair enough not 
to continue to do so unless the sit- 
uation warrants such procedure. I 
assume that your criticism was not 
for the sole purpose of doing me 
harm. 
FOr your information; a great 
many things are brought on the 
floor of the House under the guise 
of having the presidential blessing 
when in reality they are brought up 
by the leaders to expedite passage 
of certain measures. 
One group of Iowa congressmen 
were told by the president, himself, 
that he did not blame them for vot- 
ing against this particular "gag" 
rule. This is evidence enough to 
prove that the president did not 
subscribe to such extremities in the 
matter of rules for the procedure of 
business. I will be glad to give the 
names of the members present at 
this conference if you so desire, to 
verify the statement. 
I have no apologies to make for 
my vote of "no" on this rule, either 
to my constituents or to you. When- 
ever any rule that tends to restrict 
free expression of thought and rep- 
resentation is brought forth in this 
congress, or any congress to which 
I am privileged to belong, I assure 
you that I shall oppose it. 
It appears that you are taking in 
a great deal of territory in presum- 
ing to speak for the Fifth district 
of Nebraska when you suggest that 
I come home and give someone else 
an opportunity to properly represent 
my district. Personally. I much pre- 
fer to let the district consider that 
matter, rather than you. 
I was not influenced in this vote 
by the fact tnat I am trying to have 
removed such men in public office 
as Mr. Hogan. president of the Fed- 
eral Land bank, who is absolutely 
unsympathetic in his administration 
of tbe recent laws passed with a 
view toward farm relief because he 
is apparently unable to see the lib- 
eral interpretation which was tne 
intention of congress at the time 
the law was passed.

Commissioner MacCormick 
ex- 
pressed astonishment at conditions 
on the island, and aiter finding it 
reeking with gang rule, narcotic ad- 
dicts and ugly viciousness he called 
it "the worst prison, in the world." 
"Welfare island?" commented one 


of the members of the commis- 
sioner's "visiting party." "A better 
name would be TDevilish island.' ' 
Some of the conditions uncovered 


by the commissioner and described 
by him as 'almost beyond belief," 
were: 
The prison population was virtu- 


ally under the thumbs of two 
gangster inmates 
Special Privileges.

REQUIRE SAFETY 
GLASS IN BUSSES 


New Law To Be Enforced 


When Tests Have 


Been Finished. « 


Nebraska's 
new 
law requiring 


complete installation of safety glass 
n all commercial motortmses man- 
ufactured or assembled after Jan- 
uary l, 1934, and also in schoo 
busses, taxicabs, and other vehicles 
used for public transportation and 
lire, will be made effective as scon 
as tests now under way at the Uni- 
versity of Nebraska on samples of 
glass submitted by manufacturers 
lave been completed and the state 
highway department places its ap- 
proval thereon. 


The act does not apply to busses 


and other passenger vehicles now 
in use, or which were made or as- 
embled before the date mentioned 
Jommercial vehicles now being op- 
rated by highway transport com- 
nanies and street busses and taxi- 
abs running in Lincoln, Omaha, 
and elsewhere are in some instances 
iartly or fully equipped with shat- 
^rproof glass, but most of them 
till have the old style non-safety 
material in their doors and windows. 
Reasonable Time Allowance. 


After the tests are finished the 
ypes and kinds of glass found sat- 
sfactory will ba listed as officially 
pproved. Practically all busses and 
^axicabs now being manufactured 
nd sold have safety glass all the 
•ay around. Any found deficient in 
his regard will have to be re- 
quipped befor; they can legally be 
sed in Nebraska. A reasonable 
ime will be allowed for that pur- 
rose. 


. 
The law on the subject, intro- 
| duced by Senator W. C. Bullard of 
McCook and passed by the 1933 
legislature under the title of S. P. 
4Q3. specifies that "laminated safety 
glass" must be used. This is de- 
scribed in the act as consisting of 
two or more sheets of glass held 
together by an intermediate layer 
or layers of transparent plastic 
pyroxylin or similar material hav- 
ing the same qualities, fabricated 
in a way to prevent shattering and 
flying fragments when struck or 
broken. 


Violations are punishable by fine 
not exceeding $25, or jail term not 
over 1 Odays. or both. 


The enactment contains an addi- 
tional paragraph, applying to ordi- 
nary automobiles, which will not be 
in effect until January 1, 1935. 
Every car manufactured or assem- 
bled on and after that date must 
have safety glass in all doors and 
windows.

He told the club that since his 


office had been opened last August

given to 55,000 Nebraskans. "We

for work; before the advent of the 
CWA program and since that time 
registrations have swelled to more 
than 100.000. We feel that the 
legitimate unemployed amounts to 
about 70,000. We have working now 
about 43,000." 


Mr. Hodge also explained that 
the 
CWA program clearly was 
meant to be only a stop-gap in the 
federal aid program to relieve dis- 
tress during the winter -months.

AN UNUSUAL GRAND COUP. 
"A grand coup in whist 
was 


indeed a masters' play," remarks 
Walter Wyman of Arlington, Mass. 
"But in Contract Grand Coups 
should be shorn of capital letters 
and played with a yawn. 


This is a safe generalization, as 


the principal value of most grand 
coups is to exhibit a rare but in no 
sense masterly play. 


There are exceptions to the gen- 
eralization, however, as witness the 
hand below, which Mr. Wyman sub- 
mits as having been played against 
him by Mr. George M. Leghorn of 
Boston, Mass. 


The grand coup depends upon 
shortening up an overlong trump 
holding so as not to be forced to 
trump in and lead to a tenace at 
the right of the declarer. 
This 
shortening up becomes a 
grand 
coup only when an extra trump Is 
played upon a winning card held by 
the partner. The ordinary play of 
the grand coup then consists of 
trumping partner's winning card in 
a plain suit. Barely indeed is the 
grand coup made by undertrump- 
ing partner, which is the other way 
of playing a superfluous trump upon 
partner's winning card. 


TI 2 hand below, played by Mr. 
Leghorn, is of this extremely rare 
type and Is well worth adding to 
any collector's records of advanced 
plays. 
Mr. Leghorn, vulnerable, 
was paired with Mrs. Chester A. 
Porter and playing against Mrs. 
Leghorn and Mr. Wyman in a 
match-point duplicate game.

South 
should make some response, prob- 
ably three notrump, unless he has 
a four-card major suit he might 
conceivably bid, or strong support 
for the diamonds and seme hope 
for a slam.

wouldn't reduce the price. Then he 
issued an executive order making 
all tags—passenger cars and tiucks, 
one price, $3. 


Motorists almost mobbed the mo- 
tor 
vehicle 
license department. 
Folks in neighboring states heard 
about it and .did their share of buy- 
ing. 
Mail order business outside of 
Georgia set a new high. 


Marcus P. McWhorter, chief of 
the tag department, said that 
to 
date that more than 2,500 motorists 
living in other states have bought 
Georgia tags and the mails are 
heavier and heavier with orders. 
"We'll sell a Georgia tag to any- 


body for $3. Our laws say nothing 
about a person being a resident of 
the state of Georgia and you don't 
have to pay any other taxes to buy 
one," he said. 
"Of course we get kicks from of- 


ficials in those other states but we 
can't help it if their people know 
a bargain when they see it."
